Trout Plantings % 
In Willow Creek 

Rainbow trout plantings made in 
Willow Creek during the past season 
amounted to 40,000 No. 4 fingerlings 
and 32,000 yearlings, it has been re¬ 
ported by H. B. Watkins, of Edmon¬ 
ton, superintendent of fisheries. 

The plantings were made as fol¬ 
lows: 

Gingerlings—North Fork, 27,000; 
Big Jim Creek 2,500; South Fork, 
8 , 000 ; Nelson, 2,000; Ruby, 500. 

Yearlings—Burton creek, 3,000; 
Patterson creek, 8,000; Honey coulee, 
6 , 000 ; Trout creek, 5.000; Lyndon 
creek, 155,000. 

The lower part of Willow creek has 
a large population of pike, and it is 
anticipated that a biological examin¬ 
ation of the water will be made next 
summer, with a view to determining 
what can be done and the kind of fish 
that may be advantageously intro¬ 
duced in that water.—Nanton News.

No new buildings were erected dur¬ 
ing the year but the policy of recondi¬ 
tioning has been carried on as usual. 
The largest single repair job was on 
the Cayley school and considerable 
work was carried on in connection 
with teacherages. 

All class room supplies required by 
students are furnished free to divis¬ 
ional students except text books. Ad¬ 
ditions to the library, classroom 
equipment, desks, cupboartk, etc., 
were made as usual All divisional 
typewriters and half the piano^ were 
overhauled and placed In proper con¬ 
dition during the summer.

Suggestion to C.C.F. 

(Brooks Bulletin) 

The C.C.F. provincial conference 
held at Edmonton intimated that 
when the party gains political power 
it will undertake a voluntary co-oper¬ 
ative farm plan. 

Evidently what the C.C.F. proposes- 
to try out is a sort of a community 
farm with land and machinery, live¬ 
stock and buildings co-operatively 
owned. It is conceived that such a 
scheme would reduce farm costs and 
lessen the capital needed and conse¬ 
quently bring down the cost of farm 
products. 

The suggestion has some merits. 

I; has been pointed out by agricultur¬ 
al experts that the duplication of 
farm machinery costs on the 300,000’ 
farms in Western Canada runs into a 
tremendous sum. 

There is another feature to the 
whole question, however. Over the 
years the prices of farm products are 
not high. The biggest tjrouble in our 
Whole economy is the high hosts of 
manufactured products. Farm prices 
have had a hard time_keeping up with 
other prices. 

If the C.C.F. would undertake to es¬ 
tablish co-operative factories, some¬ 
thing worth while might be accom¬ 
plished in bringing down the costs of 
manufactured goods. This would ma¬ 
terially help the farmers because ft 
would lower their costa. Farmers have 
gone into business on a co-operative 
bi.si.s and made a success of the job. 
let labor emulate the farmers and de¬ 
velop cn-pperative industrial. Tht, 
men employed would be virtually 
tbeir own bosses and could run their 
business without the intrusion of pro¬ 
fit-seeking “big-shots.”
